He won and has kept his throne in Frauce by a
thoroughly prompt and “busness-like"” tact in
the appreciation both of the clioumstances and
the temper of the unation at a given woment;
and the enormous lnfluence which he has ac

quired over the general mind of Europe, is not |

mors due to the vast material power which
France, under his administration, has developed
and scoumuluted; than to the comviction which

he has generated abroad as well as at home,
1hat no lving ruler of men 8 <0 keenly allve as
be to every connge lo the current of events, or
o0 switt and so #kilful in adapting hiz own
gourse to every such change.

All the precouceived nollons of what n “Na-
poleonio” policy must be, which men entertained
whe i he selzcd the scopire fourleen years ngo
have been successively upset aad discon serted
by his actual administration of athirs; and yet,
now that we look buck upon @ rewn already
louger than that which made his uncle as im.
morial in the memories of mankind as Alexan-
der of Macedon or Julius of Rome, we see that
the frst Napoleon's theories of the proper ad-
justment of the Eoropean sylem, and of the
proper place of Frunce in thal system, have been
more nearly renlized, or are in a more hopetul
way of realizat on, upder the patient manipula-
tion of his successor, than they ever were when
the founder of the Corsican dynasty was at tpe
zenith of his glory and his fame. )

Napoleon has just addressed, through the trans-

aremt medinm of his Minister o1 Foreign Aifairs,

“all whom it may concern,” ia certainly not
the least striking proof which he bas given of
Lis formidable capacity tor making bis antago-
nists do his work, and for getting himsell lorced
into the precise po-ition which he desires to oc-
cupys In its bearing upon his domestic admin-
istration, this letier, with 118 resulis upon the
C-or[tm Legisiatif, may be regarded as one of the
most successiul strokes of what the English cull

“We should have desired,” says
Napoleon, “for the Germanic Confederation a
position more worthy ol its importance; for
Prussia betier geographical boundaries; for
Avstria the maintenance o1 her great position
in Europe ailer the cession of Venetia to Italy
in exchange for territorial compensation,”

Exceollent things, no doubt, all of them; but
Lo state that the-e would have been the objects
at which France would have aimed in a con.
ference, Is to sy that the confirence in which
France aimed ot these things must nocessarily
have come to naught, Far different, however,
i8 the importance ol the declaration that France,
which would bave tried in a conference to bring
about all these desirable results for the good of
mankind in gencral, must now hold herself (ree,
the conlerence having Ia'led, to see fo it that,
if the map o1 Burope is “altered to the profit of
any great power,” France shall not sufler by
such an alteration. Coming as= it comes, just
between the retreat of the Austrian troops from
Holstein and the formal opening of a great
European war by the Austrian Government, this
declaration of Nuapoleon resarves to Franoce,
broadly and openly, the rght to sirike when-
ever and wherever shie may judge it best tor her
80 10 do, while It throws upon other States thoe
responsibllity of making it necessary for her to
stnike at all

Begun under such anspices, we may be
toleérably sure that the war of 1866 will not” end
without bringing about Inrger, more decisive,
and more permanent changes In the political
